ecutive Committee or the association, but 
having secured itthe association gladly paid 
the $50 purchase money, finding that it could 
not be duplicated for less than five times that 
amount. 

The Directory was in the rooms of the asso- 
elation until last week, when some person 
carried it away. The Secretary has no clew 
to the _—ithief. There are eighteen 
keys to the doors of the room. 
These are in the hands of eighteen 
members of the association, who divide the 
ugly suspicion betweenthem. During

made quietiy by the officers and members of 
the Executive Committee it was ascertained 
that the rooms might also be entered 
from the rear of the second floor, but 
this route could only be reached by 
first passing through Feldkamp’s saloon on 
the first floor, which could not be done with- 
out the consent of the proprietor or his bar- 
tenders. Mr. Feldkamp does not accept 
this explanation. He says that 
no person could pass through to the rear 
without being seen by the person in charge of 
the saloon or lunch-counter. He is confident 
that no burglar or sneak thief effected an 
entrance in this way. 

The conclusion is that the theft was oom 
mitted by some one having regular entree to 
the room. The only persons having this are 
the members of the association and the mem. 
bers of the Democratic City Committee who 
have been given the use of the hall 
for meetings at such timesas it is not occu- 
pied by the association. 

It is not known positively when the volume 
was stolen, as it has not been referred to since 
the election. The Central Committee has 
mot iu the rooms, and it ie urged asa pose. 
bility eptitiing the Hendricks Associa- 
tion to the benefit of charitable doubte that the 
Directory may have been oarried off by 
some person in attendance at the committee 
meetings. No action has yet been taken as 
the fact that the theft had been committed 
has not been called to the attention of a meet- 
lng. It wes % large that it could 
not be carried away unnoticed at any of the 
meetings held inthe room. It is thought pos- 
sible that the theft was committed 
at the time that the books were 
mutilated.

The charges, however, do not rest here. At 

least one of the members is unkind enough to 
intimate that when the headquarters 
of the association was removed from 
818 Pine street to 1806 Olive street, the bulld- 
Ing itecif was not the oly property 
to change bands. Harrowing rt) 
may be. the imputation, it is whispered 
that more portable possesslons than the 
things actually nailed down or made immov- 
uble fixtures disappeared mysteriously, 
and that when the new rooms 
were finally entered there were 
barely enough chairs to constitute seating 
places for a quorum. In short, it is oruited 
about that all the furniture at the 
old rooms did not find its way to 
the new location, and that an gcocounting of 
desks and other portabie articles of this na- 
ture would not be inconsistent 
with the confessions and prom- 
ises incidental to 0 new year. 
More than this, i¢ is learned that at the very 
last executive meeting of the association, 
when the doors were closed and other precau- 
tions religiously taken to prevent what might 
occur from passing beyond the ears of the few 
members present, associate Michael Lynch, 
a deputy marshal in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, rose to re- 
mark that an auditing committee would 
not be a badthing, and that on the whole 
he would move for the appoint- 
ment of one. He thought that 
that assets of the association would 
bear overhauling, and that a committee of the 
nature suggested mignt with propriety meet 
quite often. .. 
It was explained by the chairman that the con- 
stitation had wisely provided for such mat- 
ters; that the Ist of January was close at hand 
and that with its advent the Secretary would, 
as usual, tell all he knew. 

This did not satisfy Lynch. He wanted to 
know if the report ot the Secretary could en- 
ter upon a discassion of the assets with a detail 
sufficiently minute to satisfy the most exact- 
ing. The answer to this was unsatisfactory 
to Lynch, who having sat down 
rose again to explain. He said 
that certain complaints touching upon 
the disposition of the furniture at the associa- 
tion’s old headquarters had come to his ears, 
and it would be a good thing to answer and set 
them at rest If they were unjust by adopt- 
ing the course he had suggested. He 
moved that this matter of the furniture be in- 
vestigated, and that a comm ittee be appointed 
to find out the truth. 

President Caruth put an end to the discus- 
sion by saying that if any item in the Secre- 
tary’s report was found unsatisfactory, 
Mr. Lynch might have his committee, 
and that he, the President, wogzla- pe 
glad to see the objecting momba 5n it; but 
that action at the present me would be 
premature. a 

And now the average “ssociation member 
who can be indyeya to acknowledge 
that he attended tie last executive meeting, 
merely shrugg u shoulders when asked about 
the furniturt, and says that he really doesn’t 
understand what it is all about. 
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2 A KECAPITULATION 

of the developments of the recent meetings of 
the Hendricks Association shows a deplora- 
ble state of things. It was first charged 
that $500 or the $2 ,600 raised 
to entertain Pammany bad not been 
accounted for and thatthe checks negotiated 
for waiters’ service, and declined for want of 
endorsement by the first holders, had not 
been reissued, andthe account had not been 
drawn against. This was the story which 
brought Ed Butler tothe front witn sharges 
that members of the association which at- 
temptedto smirch bis character had made 
gluttons of themselves and had stolen the cig- 
ars from the rooms. 

Next the fact comes to light that the records 
were stolen and mutilated by members 
to destroy the evidence of their indebtedness 
to the association. Then itisfound that the 
association directory bas been stolen,and now 
the charge is made that articles of furniture 
bave been stolen from the rooms.

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WILL NOT CONFIRM THEM 


THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS DECIDE TO 
HANG UP PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATIONS. 


No More Democrats to Be Added to the List 
of Federal (Ufficials—A Great Surprise 
and Disappointment to Nominees—The 
Roach Cruisers—Pardons Befused by the 
President— Washington News. 


Te) ph to the Post-DisPatcu. 
* D. C., Desemder 12.—The 
Republican Senators have, it is understood, 
decided not to confirm any of the nominations 
sent in by the President yesterday. These in 
clude all the appointments made since Con- 


' gress adjourned in October last. It is possible 


thatthe army nominations may be made an 
exception, but this isnot likely. Under the 
law the commission given by the President to 
an appointee expires with the presidential 
term, so on March 4 all officials whose nom- 
inations have not been confirmed retire, and 
the offices remain vacant until the incoming 
President makes new appointments. The 
Senators have practically decided upon this 
plan for the reason that it is unwise to add 
any more Democrats to the list of Federal 
Officials, many of whom were appointed sim- 
ply as a means of promoting them before the 
Democrats go out of power. Should the Sen- 
ate confirm these new nominations, the new 
officials would remain in office until their suc- 
cessors were appointed and confirmed. Should 
they be rejected it woula be necessary for 
President Cleveland to send in new names for 
consideration. To avoid mixing up matters, 
therefore, gnd to save themseives trouble and 
annoyance, the Senators will, it is said, bang 
up the nominations now pending and allow 
the new officials to remain in office until

also the nomination“of John J. Enright of 
Michigan, to 8 Assistant Indian Com- 
miss oper rfamuel H. Albro of New York, to 
be,Superintendent of Indian Schools, and 
vames ©. Saunders (late a member of the 
White House clerical force) to be an Indian 
Inspector. All of these latter appointees 
were commissioned during the recess of the 
Senate and are therefore now in possession of 
their offices. 
Among the postmasters who will not be con- 
firmed is Gen, Newberry at Chicago. He was 
appointed during the last session of the Sen- 
ate. The nomination was left over unacted 
upon and Gen, Newberry was again appointed 
during the recess. The law provides that in 
the case of postmasters, special agents shall 
take charge of the office when the commis- 
sionsof unconfirmed postmasters expire by 
reason of an outgoing Adm inistra- 
tion, and specia provision is 
made with regard to a few other 
classes of officials. Butinthe great majority 
of cases the offices are simply declared 
vacant. It is possible that inafew particu- 
lar instances where the necessities of the 
public service are concerned the Senate will 
act upon nominations, but as a rule they will 
be allowed to die upon the calendar. 

The Senate yesterday held a brief executive 
session at which these nominations were re- 
ferred tu the appropriate committee. 


The Roach Cruisers. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., December 12.—The 
members ofthe advisory board on the con- 
struction of naval vessels have been for some 
time engaged in settling up the affairs of the 


estate of the late John Roach, who constructed 
what are known as the Roach cruisers—the 
Chicago, Atianta, Boston und Dolphin. From 
various causes incident to changes in the 
original plans, bad materials, and difficulty 
about wetting steel passed by the Government 
inspection officers, there has been consider- 
able delay andalarger expenditure of money 
than was originally estimated,so that the 
indebtedness tothe Government from these 
and other causes now amounts to $120,000. 
The new coastdefensive vessel, of which so 
much has been eald and for. which various 
plans were submitted several months ago, 
will be a fast and extremely powerful vessel. 
Her speed will be at least 16 knots, and she 
ig to carry two gune heavier 9 any yet con- 
strueted.in thie.country—one 16 inch and the 
other Ripeh,, beth steel breech-loading guns. 
There, Mere de an extensive secondary 
button embracing the most efficient of the 
rapid-Heing machine guns. Her displacement 
la to be, 000 tons, and her cost I, 700, 000. The 
specifications are well advanced and adver- 
tisemente for bids will soon be issued.

A RAGING TORRENT. 


The Disastrous Break of a Water Main— 
Three Soldiers Drowned. 


CLEVELAND, O., December 12.—The dream- 
ing residents on Hanover Street Hill were 
rudely awakened from slumber this morning 
to find themselves living in houses 
fronting upon a deep ravine, through 
which mad waters were rushing 
in torrents toward the river. A water 
pipe had burst in tne main ravine from the 
pumping stations to Fairmount reservoir and 
the heavy pressure had aided the escaping 
flood in tearing a passage through the 
streets. The water, forced through the 
rent pipe, tore up the eurth, and spouted high 
in the air, making a noise resembling that of 
thunder. Those residing near by heard the 
report, and springing from their beds, 
rushed to the windows. It was pitch 


dark outside, but the lampat the corner of 
Hanover and Division streets cast a flickering 
na mad torrent that was tearing up 
ways and cutting down the bill. The

The torrent cut a deep hole in Division 
street below the break, tearing up shade trees 
by, the roots, and then rushed downward 
toward the river.

Then it dug a 
channel along the east side of Hanover

Fully nine«tenths of them lose their 
money.

To illustrate: Wednesday of last week wheat 

opened strong, and à tip went out to the 

country to buy May. The market had been 

firm since Monday; natural conditions were 

inviting; the big operators, like Hutchinson 
and Cudahy, were buying and on the whole it 

looked like a good thing. The outsiders bit 

at once and sent in their orders to buy May, 

backed with good money. They came in a 
fiood and most of them were filled around 
$1.22. This buying by outsiders was enough in 
iteelf, if the market had been let alone, to 
have advanced prices 2 cents. But it didn’t. 
As it turned out, the margin money, amount- 
ing to many thousands of dollars, might as 
well have been shovelled into a rat hole. That 
night the big insiders took a survey of the 
situation. From their vantage ground they 
could tell pretty accurately how the trades 
stood. An hour's investigation showed them 
that a break of 5 cents would“ shake out’’ the 
outsiders,as most of them had stop orders inat 
$1.17. A programme was arranged, and the next 
morning the professionals pounded May down 
to $1.16%, just low enough to warrant the exe- 
cution ofthe stop orders. In carrying out the 
programme the littiesyndicate of profession- 
als bad to sell some ot their long wheat, but, 
as it was all bought cheap, they made a profit 
on it,and then to whipsaw the deal they 
turned around and bought it in again on the 
manipulated break, putting May back to 
$1.17% the nextday by their purchases, and 
thus securing a double profit. 

There are at present about half a dozenlarge 
Operators who control wheat and can, with 
little work, put prices up or down, as best 
suits their purposes, with alarming rapidity. 

AT THE HEAD OF THE CROWD 
is Hutchinson, and at his back are Lyon, Fair- 
bank, Cudahy, Ream and others. There are 
times when business is dull and the money of 
the outsiders is not to be i had. 
In such cases the professionals have 
been known to ride a tilt at each 
other, as during the September corner, when 


Hutchinson raked in millions from his lamb- 
like brethren; but it doesn’t occur very often. 
These men are in business to make money, 
and they got it from the vutsiders on much 
the same principle that a pair of shears cuts 
everything that comes between them. Every- 
one of them believes now in ultimate higher 
22 for May wheat, and they are all carry - 
ng big loads of it. Butthat doesn’t prevent 
them from making an honest dollar while walt 
ng forthe grand climax. In fact, it rather 
assists them. 

When it is necessary, inthe shearing of the 
unfortunates, to put prices down, and they 
don’t want to let gO of their grain to any out- 
siders, they will ‘‘wash’’ their sales. ne of 
shem will offer wheat in big lots, and if there 
is any danger of somebody else having nerve 
enough to take, the seller will pretend to 
recognize a call from one of his crowd and 
make a trade with him, thus keeping it in the 
— and at the same time attaining his ob- 

f bearing the market. Sometimes 
utohinson will break wheat 2 cents with- 
out actually selling a a offering it in 
mall jags of 5, or 10 bushels all 
day and tabbing every lot to various 
brokersinthe employ of his crowd. At such 
times he generally has another gang ready to 
take advantage of the break by 24 in from 
outsiders atthe bottom figures. If the out- 
sider is lucky enough to escape tnis upper-and- 
nether-milistone process by getting on the 
opposite Bide of the market from the ma- 
12 ty of his kind, it is by no means certain 
hat he can quit a winner. 

There is a class of speculators who are 
posted on the tricks of the trade and think 
they are smart — to avoid them. These 
men have deals on the board which they want 
to protect, and they try to do it by Playing 
privileges, It is not putting it too strong to 
Say that this class are the worst dupes of all.

satisfied to pocket their rich fees and let their 
customers play againstone another. There 
are still many strictly commission houses on 
the board, men who would not wagera dollar

become adepts at the business. 

Occasionally some man who has made a 
fortune in all street or who, like Harper, 
has a National Bank at his back, starts in to 
show the Board of Trade boys some new 
wrinkle in speculation, but in the end his 
ong | stays in Chicago.

WHAT IS NEWS? 


An Interesting Explanation of the Mean- 
ing of the Term. 


From the Indianapolis News. 

It is popular to say that this word is derived 
from the initial letters of the four points of 
the compass arranged in a device in the form 
ofa cross, and placed at the top of same of 
the earlier news-sheets to indicate that their 
contents were derived from ail quarters. But 
it is easy to show that this is purely fanciful. 


First, the earliest English newspaper dates 
from 1662, and we found the word news, ex- 
7 in ite modern sense, in Shakspeare, who 
died nearly fifty years earlier, namely in 1616. 
Thus we have (‘‘Macbeth’’ 1, 7). How now?“ 
„„What news?’’ („Winter's Tale, 4, Cho.). 
But let time’s news be brought!’’ (‘‘King 
John’’), Even at that news hedies.’’ This 
list, which might be extended — 
from Shakespeare and other old writers, would 
alone be sufficient to dispose of the north,east 
west, south theory; but a reference to the 
equivalent words in the tongue to which Eng- 
land is most nearly allied will further show its 
fallacy. In German the initials of the points 
of the compass read in this order: N., O., W., 
S., while the word for new is neuigkeiten, ob- 
viously impossible of derivation from these 
four letters, while it is derived from the word 
new. Ain in the French the initials are 
N., E., 9., S., while the word for news is 
nouvelles, once more simply the plural form 
of new. 

The true derivation does not seem difficult 
to trace. Some take it directly from the 
German ‘‘das neue,’’ which is an abstract 
noun signifying ‘‘the new’’ and equivalent to 
our news. The. genitive is neuce, and the 
phrase Was glebts neues?“ renders the ex- 
act sense of our ‘‘What’s the news?! More- 
over, the old German spelling is new, genitive 
newes. Yetthis, plausible as it looks. is not 
the origin of the word. hen we find in 
Anglo-Saxon such a phrase as hwet niwes? 
(what news) we can be at no loss to determine 
that the word is of pure low German or native 
English 28 although the French nouvelles 
may have nfluenced its use. The fact that 
the word is often used in the singular con- 
firms this. Thus we have in John Florio’s 
World of Words“ (1598), Novella, a Tale, 
a Newes.’’ In the ‘‘Wit’s Recreation,’’ pub- 
lished in 1640, we have the following epigram: 
When news doth come, ifany would discuss 

The letter of the word, resolve it thus: 

News is conveyed by letter, word, or mouth, 

And comes to us from north, east, west and 

south. 

The little corps of the ** 2 fraternity 
were then beginning work in England, and 
being tickled by the above epigram, had it put 
at the head of their paper as already stated. 

Skeat says that news is not older than 1500, 
and cites Berner’s translation of Froissart, 
**Desyrous to hear newes, and Surrey’s 
translation of Virgil, ‘‘What news he 
brought. But at least one earlier instance is 
to be found in the Siege of Rhodes, trans- 
lated by John Kay and printed by Caxton 
about 1490. 

Before closing we may state that some con- 
tend that the German neues is nota genitive, 
but the neuter nominative or accusative. We 
incline to thihk that itisa genitive, and the

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ANNEXING CANADA. 

The annexation of British America 
would insure the full fruition of the 
“Monroe Doctrine“ to the Western Hem- 
isphere forever—a consummation cheap 
enough at the cost of assuming Canada’s 
$300,000,000 of public debt. But Senator 
SHERMAN should remember that it is the 
Canadians, not the people of the United 
States, whoare to be impressed with the 
benefits of such annexation. 

The people of the original thirteen col- 
onies fought to wrest Canada from the 
French and annex it when they were 
British subjects, and from the birth of 
our Government they have always been 
ready to annex everything north of us, 
including the North Pole itself. It was 
not their fault that Canada was left out 
in the cold. The only obstacle now is the 
will of Canada. 

It is said that English capitalists hold 
$600, 000, 000 of Canadian debentures, pub- 
lic and private, and Great Britain no 
doubt appreciates the military value of 
the Canadian Pacifico route to India for 
troops, to say nothing of the value of the 
Pacific coast of British Amerioa as a basis 
of naval operations against Russia in pos- 
sible future wars. But all that only 
makes her cuddle Canada with a view of 
keeping down annexation feeling. When 
the Canadian provinces are all in favor of 


it the annexation problem will be solved 


with scarcely any opposition from Great 


among themeelves on the subject. Quebec 
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against the movement annexation will 
mean dismemberment of the Dominion, 
and that would involve incidentals and 
consequences differing gravely from a 


voluntary and peaceful union of British 


America with the United States. Any 
partial annexation would mean civil war 
in Canada and might involve us in a war 
of conquest with Great Britain.

The transportation question is taking on a 
serious phase when the commission appointed 
by the President to represent the public be- 
comes the champion of the holders of watered 
stocks and bonds and shows itself antagonistic 
to the law it should enforce. When the rail- 
road managers of Wall street are devising 
trust arrangements and the Interstate Com- 
mission is willing to co-operate with them to 
prevent competition and maintain high rates 
so that dividends maybe paid on watered 
stocks and bonds, it cannot be long before the 
goaded public will demand measures heroic 
enough to squeeze all the false capital out of 
railroad securities and limit dividends to a fair 
profit on the actual investment. 


o Utilizing Ex-Presidents. 

The man who has served a term or more in 
the Presidency ought to be the most vaiuable 
adviser of the Gevernment, and the most ap- 
propriate way to provide for ex-Presidents 
without making them absolute pensioners 
upon the bounty ot the Republic whose high- 
est honors they have worn would be to make 
them Senators-at-large for life. That would 
cali them to a fitting position and at the same 
time make a reasonable provision for them, 
and it would assure to the Government valua - 
ble public services. Who will dispute that 
the addition of Haves, Cleveland and Harrison 
to the United States Senate would be of great 
value to the whole country?

NEW YORK CHURCHES. 


The Supply Not Equal to the Demand in 
America’s Metropolis. 


From the New York Times. 

With the remarkably rapid growth of New 
York City and Brooklyn during the last few 
years the churches in these cities have en- 
countered extraordinary demands for ac- 
commodation which it is universally oon 
ceded they bave not as yet supplied. The 
building of new churebes has not kept 
pace with the growth of this city. This 


deficiency seems to bea especially no- 
ticeable in the lower part of the city 
in the tenement districts, where there would 
naturaliy seem to be the greatest inducements 
for the création of a sound moral environ 
ment. In 1880, with a population of 1.206, 299, 
there were 489 churches, or Ito every 2, 468 per- 
sons; in 188, with an estimated population of 
1,500, 000, which is an exceedingly conserva- 
tive estimate, there were 600 churches, or ] to 
every 3,000 of the people, and now, in 
1888 , with a general! conceded popu- 
lation of 1,700,000, there are but 517 
churches, or ] to each 3, 288 of population. In 
the 1b warda below Fourteenth street there 
was a population of 541,726 accordinys to the 
census of 1880, and there EER tbe Ts exist in those 
wards probably at le inhabitants: 
and for these there are * 146 ehurches 108 of 
which are Evangelical — 22 man 
Catholic and 16 Jewish. above Fourteenth 
street, the 1,050,000 of inhabitants have 371 
churches for their n of 
which 318 are Protest Roman 
Catholic and 15 Jewish. Be ate Fourteenth 
street the propossien = of churches to popula- 
tion isi for e ch 4,482; above Fourteenth 
street it is 1 for each 35886 With afew notable 
exceptions, also, the churches of more recent 
construction in the district north of Four- 
teenth street are larger and more commodious 
than those in the older parts of the oity. But 
while the larger seating capacity of the new 
churches compensates somewhat for the nu- 
merical deficiency of churches it does not 
begin to supply the existing demand for ac- 
commodation. 

In the Protestant Epiecepel Church the work 
of extension and proselyting is reued on 
purely denominationg! lines, and since the 
great revival that followed Dr. Rainford’s 
advent at St. George's, has been pushed with 
new vigor ip all parts ofthe city. The mar- 
velous aceomplishments of St. George's 
Church have been an inspiration to all the 
rest, and plans are being gr 4 — — 
which will add a large number to the 7 
one Protestant ä Churches 2 D 
existence. The city hus been divided off into 
mission districts, and in each of these dis- 
tricts a force of missionar! is operating 
from the nearer parish churches as a base, 
under the direction of Archdeacon A, Mackay-

TO CARE POR CANARY BIRDS, 


How to Select a Good Bird and to Keep It 
for Several Years. 


From the Mail and Express. 

Canaries are the favorite song birds in this 
country. They have stronger and sweeter 
voices than any other bird except the nightin- 
gale. They are raised chiefly in Germany 
and Belgium, and are imported into this 
country in crates holding from fifty to one 

undred little wicker cages. The best time 


of the year to raise these little song- 
sters is just now when they are 
just coming over from Europe. In choosing 
a good bird some time and care should be 
spent, and a good dealer who has a large va- 
riety to choose from is the best one to go to. 
You want a healthy bird and a good singer. 
Don’t trust the, dealer, but wait and hear the 
bird sing ourself, ana be satisfied that he 
suits you before you leave the store. To 
keep a bird well he must have a good 
caxe with pignty of room. The perches 
should. be half an inch in diameter 
and fixed secure! in the cage, as 
the birds don’t tike them if they are at all 
shaky. The cage must be kept clean or the 
bird will soon get Ul, and then he won't sing 
at all. To clean the cage, take out the 
perches and soak them in warm water, then 
wipe them with a rag. The cage should be 
cleaned at least once a week. Sprinkle the 
bottom of the cage with fine bird gravel. This

DANGERS INCIDENT TO GRINDING WHEAT 
AND HOW TO AVOID THEM. 


The Recent Mill Explosion at Chicago and 
Its Probable Cause—A Similar Catastro- 
phe at Minneapolis—Account of the 
Greatest Explosion on Becord—Experi- 
ences of an Eye- Witness.“

To a 

PoOsT-DISPATCH re- 

porter Mr. Acker- 

man said: The 

recent fearful mill 

explosion in Chi- 

cago, I see by the 

papers, bas given 

rise to much com- 

ment, and several theories have been ad- 

vanced as to its cause. For my part, after an 

experience of over twenty years in the busi- 

ness, I cannot see any good reason for loohing 

beyond flour dust. If a powder magazine 

should blow up there would be every reason 

to ascribe the explosion to the powder, and 

the fine flour dust found in every mill, 

where great care is not taken to kocep it down 

is almost as explosive as gunpowder. Few 

people appreciate this, butit is a fact well- 

known to all millers.Certainly a barrel of flour 

is as harmless an article as can well be im- 

agined, but in the process of manufacture a 

high explosive, scarcely less powerful than 

dynamite, is generated. This consists of 

nothing more than the fine dust which comes 

from thestones. When in mass it is perfectly 

harmless, but let it once become disseminated 

through the air of a room in the ftorm 

of an almost impalpable powder, 

and it is likely to explode at 

any moment with terrific violence. I am 

not scientific man enough to give the reason 

for this, but know that, like many other sub- 

stances, harmless when in mass, flour dust 

when finely divided and confined is one of the 

most terrible agents of destruction in exist- 

ence. While visiting Minneapolis to attend a 

millers’ convention, in 1883, I witnessed a cas- 
ualty which I never shall forget. 

THE MINNEAPOLIS DISASTER. 

A large party of members of the conven- 
tion were making a tour of the mills, 
and great pains had been taken 
to put everything in the best 
order for their reception. A numder of the 


visitors had entered the Washburn mill, and 
were walking around looking at the ma- 
chinery. Just before their arrival a number 
of men had been set to work with brooms 
sweeping the floors, and carefully brushing 
the dust out of the corners. As a consequence 
the rooms were filled with minute particles of 
the fine dust which came from the stones, the 
air bein fairly laden with it. I 
chanced be with another party, and 
— as we were passing into the street we 

eard a sharp explosion, instantly followed 
b a long, rumbling noise, endi in a peal 
like a thousand ciaps of thunder. and those 
with me were thrown to the ground with 
great violence and partially stanned. WhenI 
recovered somewhat and staggered to my feet 
I saw in place of the great Washburn milisa 
heap of ruins, the walls 22 torn in pieces, 
and a huge irregular hole being torn in the 
ground. All the neighboring buildings 
were more or less injured, some having half 
their walls torn out, while there was not a 
lass within 160 yards. The 
noise of the explosion summoned the fire de- 
partment and the conflagration which started 
up was at once checked. But the loss of life 
had been terrible. Eleven mill proprietors 
and over forty workmen who chanced tobe 
in the mill at the time were instantly killed, 
in some cases their bodies being torn to 
pieces so as to render recognition impossible, 
while over a dozen men were wounded b 
flying fragments, some of them fataily. It 
was one of the most disastrous explosions 
ever known. 

CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

“At first it was ascribed to the boilers,but on 
investigation it was found that these were un- 
injured.

just before the sweeping commenced all the 
windows in the mill had been closed, 
so that the particles were closely 
confined to the building. A8 one 
workman said, the air was white with flour, in 
a highly divided condition. Poth testimony 
and experiment proved that an explosion may 
occur atany instant when these conditions 
prevail. Fire is not necessary, in fact it is 
doubtful whether fame alone will cause the 
dust to explode, it going off much more read- 
ily by percussion. o one was left alive in 
the room where the disaster commenced, but 
probably a workman dropped an iron bar or 
a hammer, orit may even have been occa- 
sioned by a violent stamp of a foot. 
At any rate, it started and spread 
from room to room with the speed of light- 
ning. This occasioned the ramen sound, 
which was noticed by every one, it being 
probably made up ofa series of sharp claps. 
The final explosion, which was the most de- 
structive, came from the dust- room. There 
large quantities of dust were stored previous 
to removal. The shock of the explosion on 
the upper floors threw this dust into the air, 
when it too went off, completing the wreck. 
THE CHICAGO CATASTROPHE. 

From the accounts! have read of the Chi- 
cago catastrophe I imagine that a similar con- 
dition of things prevailed there. Dust was 
lying on the foorand there must have been 
some in the alr. In some small room, or even 
corner of a room, dust in the explosive condl- 
tion may have existed. A slight shock would 
disseminate the dust on the floor and 
a disastrous explosion follow. There is no 
reason for looking for dynamite when flour- 
dust is left lying around. After the Minneap- 
olis accident every mill adopted means of 
driving the dust ontof the building by fans 
and windsails as soon as it was generated, 
and it was stored in dust-houses, heavy stone 
structures detached from the mills, where it 
is practically impossible for it to explode. 
Since the introduction of rolls in place of 
stones, the . ae is mot so great, as 
the amount 0 dust generated is 
much less. But unless every preventive 
is taken there is always danger of an explo- 
sion. I was interested in a mill near Sydney, 
Neb., where a slight explosion occurred last 
year, and hear of them every month or two. 
Their violence, of course, depends upon the 
amount of flour in the air, but a half bushel 
well spread through the airin a small room 
will tear things to pieces. Flour dust should 
be — carefully watched as gunpowderor dy- 
namite.’’

He Applies for Assistance to Judge Noonan 
Before Whom He Was Convicted, 


Ed Kaub, the lottery man, has lost all his 
money and is now in rather straightened cir- 
cumstances. He wasvery heavily fined a few 
years ago in two lottery cases. Once he was 
fined $1,000 and he paid it. He was sentenced 
to jail and also to the Work-house and was 
fined another $1,000.

Judge Noonan says that he never knew Kaub 
to be guilty of any offense except selling lot- 
tery tickets, and that he feels very sorry for 
his plight: If he could do anything for him in 
the way of securing a position he would will- 
ingly do so, although he expresses surprise 
that the man should apply for assistance to 
the court by which he was sentenced so 
severely.

Lakes—Pecullarities of the Sport—The 
Trumpeter Swan, and How It Is Hunted. 


HE wild fowl sea-

almost entirely disappeared. 
SHOOTING IN THE NORTHWEST. 

**Therefore we hunters are obliged to go fur- 
ther afield, and nowhere can sport in such 
variety be found found as in the North- 
western States. On acconnt of my recent 
trip may prove not without interest to St.

To shoot from tbe shore is 
most difficult as the birds cannot be well seen 
until they are right on you, and then are hard- 
ly 2 against the dark background 
of the forest, as it is a remarkable fact that in 
northern Minnesota the birds scarcely ever rise 
over thirty feet on their first fight, and gen- 
erally fy about twenty feet from the surface 
of the water. 
HOW TO SHOOT DUCKS. 

„The plan generally adopted is to get 
a boat, anchor it near the point wherea 
astream enters the lake, so that the water 
forms a background, and take the birds head 
on.
